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DALLAS CHAPTER ANNOUNCES ELECTION RETURNS 
CLOSE VOTE, RECOUNT AUTHORIZED 

The 1990 QCWA election returns have been compiled by the Tellers Committee, composed of members of Dallas 
Chapter 41, and chaired by Bob Olney, NSNT. Unofficial returns were reported to all candidates who could be reached 
by telephone on March 2,3 and 4. A report was mailed to those who could not be contacted. The unofficial returns as

A total of 4,537 ballots were received by the tellers. 


As can be seen, positions 4, 5 and 6 differ by only 57 votes. Positions 5 & 6 differ by only 15 votes. Due to the very close 
finish your Headquarters office has been requested to make a re-count of the voting in the election. This is in accordance 
with published rules governing the election. QCWA President Harry Dannals, W2HD authorizd recount of voting. Ac- 
cordingly, the final official vote tally will be with-held until the recount can be completed. It is imperative that the recount 
be made as promptly as possible so that those who will be named as elected can make plans to attend the National 
Convention in Kansas City. The deadline for publication of the Fall, 1990 QCWA Journal may have to be pushed back 
a few days. Every effort will be made to complete the recount by or near August 20., The results of the recount will be 
submitted to the President and Secretary immediately so that official returns can be announced at the earliest possible 
date. 


QCWA Inaugurates mail acknowledgement program 
QCWA has been aware of a growing problem of non-delivery of mail, both incoming and outgoing. Letters that have 
been sent do not reach their destination and, members report that their mail does not reach HQ. The problem which 
appears to be national in scope, is becoming just that - a problem. To cope with one phase, we have prepared a postcard 
with a number of check-off items that will facilitate acknowledgement of much of the mail normally sent to HQ. The 
policy will be as follows: 
We will send acknowledgement of all mail in the following categories: 


1, Material sent for publication; address changes; call changes; silent key notices; requests for 
supplies, etc. 


We will not acknowledge mail in the following general categories: 


1 We will not acknowledge mail answered within 48 hours. This would include dues payments, 


are new membership applications, etc. 


2. We will not acknowledge receipt of mail that does not require HQ action, such as a copy of the 
Chapters newsletter sent to chapter members. 


It is hoped that this service will help to insure that HQ does indeed receive material sent.
